17 And the dragon was wroth with the woman,

6 And1 ſaw another angel flie in the midſt of 
heaven, heaving the everlaſting Goſpcl, ro preach 
unto them that dvrzcll on the carth, and to cyery 
nation, and kinred, and tongue, and people, 

7 Saying with a loud voice, Fe-r God, and give 
glory to lim, for the hour of! his judgement is 
come : and worſhip him that made hcaven aud 
earth, and the ſea ,, and the fountains of watcrs. 

8 And thcre followed another angel, ſaying, 
Babylon is fallen , is fallen. that great city, becauſe 
ſhe mad? all nations drink cf the wine of the wrath 
of her foruicarion, 

9 Andthe third angel followed them, ſayin 
with 3 loud voice ; If any man worſhip the beafs 
and his image, and reccive his mark in bis fore- 
head, or in his hand, 

x0 The ſame thall drink of the wine of the wrath 
of God, which is poured out without mixture into 
the cup of his indignation, and heſhall be tormented 
with hre and brimftone in the preſence of the holy 
angels,and in the preſence of the Lamb : 

it And the ſmoak of their torment aſcenderh 
ap for ever and cver., And they have no reſt day 
nor night , who worſhip the bcaft and his image, 
and whoſoever receiveth the mark of his name, 

12 Here is the paticnce of the ſaints : here are 
they that kcep rhe commandinents of God, and the 
faith of Jcſus, 

i 13 AndI heard a voice from heaven. ſaying unts 
me, Write, Blefſcd arc the dead which die 1a the 
Lord, from henceforth , yea, ſaith the Spirit, thet 
t#bey 
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they may reſt from their Iabours, and their works 

do follow them, 

14 And I looked, and bchold,a white cloud, and 
upon the cloud one Catc like unto the Son of man, 
having on his head a golden crown,and in his hand a 
ſharp ficle, 

x5 And another angcl came out of the temple, 
crying with a loud voice to him that fate on the 
cloud : Thruſt in thy ficle and rcap, for the time 
is come for thee to reap, for the harviſt of the carth 
is ripe. 

16 And he that ſate on the cloud thruſt in his 
ficle on the earth, and the carth was reaped, 

17 And anvther angel came out of the temple 
which is in hcaven, he alſo having a ſharp ficle. 

18 And another angel came out from the altar, 
which*had power over fire, and cried with a loud 
cry to him that had the ſharp ficle, Caying, Thruft 
in thy ſharp ficle,and gather the cluſters of the vine 
of the carth, for her grapes are fully ripe, 

19 And the angel thruſt in his ſicle into the earth 
and gathered the vine of the earth, and caſt it into 
the great wine-preſſe of the wrath of God.

75 Ict us be glad and rejoyce, and give honour 
to him: for the marriage of the Lamb is come, 
and his wife hath made her ſelf ready, 

$ And to her was grautcd, that ſhe ſhould be 
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araicd in fine linen, clean and white « for the fine 
linen is the rightcouſnctle of ſaints. 

9s And he ſaith nnto me, Write, Bleſſed are 
they which are called unto the marriage ſupper of 
the Lamb, Aud hc faith unto mc, Th:fe are the truc 
Ciyings of God, 

10 And I fell at his feet to worſhip him $ and 
he ſaid unto me, Sce thou do 1t not *: I am thy fel- 
low ſcrvant, and of thy brethren, that have the te- 
ſtimony of Jeſus, Worſhip God : for the teſtimony 
of Jeſus is the ſpirit of prophecie. 

it And I ſaw hcaven opened,and behold a white 
horſe, and he that ſite npon him was called faith 
full and truc, and in rightcouſncſſe he doth judge 
and make war, : 

12 His cycs were as a flame of fire, and on his 
head were many crowns, and te had a name writ- 
ten,that no man knew but he himſelf. :

18 That ye may cat the fleſh of kings, and the 
ficſh of captains, and the fieth of mighty meu, and 
the ficſh of horſes, and of them that fit on them, 
and the fleſh of all men, borh free and bond, both 
ſmall aud great. 

19 An I ſaw the beaſt, and the kiggs of the earth, 
and their armies gathered together tv make war as. 
gainſt him that Cite vn thehborſe, Tagainſt his army, 

20 And the bcalt was taken, and with him the 
filſe prophet, thit wrought miracles beterc him, 
wich which he dxceived them that bad weve 
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the mark of the beaft, and them that worſhipped 
his image, Theſe both were caſt alive into a lake 
of fire burning with brimſtone, 

21 Aud the remnant were flain with the ſword of

2 Satan bound for a thouſand yeers, 6 The firſt 

reſurrelFion, 12 The laſt and geuerall yeſuy- 
| yeftion. 

ANG I Caw an angel come down from heaven, 

having the key of the bottomleſle pit, and a 
great chain im his hand, 

2 And he laid hold on the dragon that old 
ſ-rpcut, which is the devil and Satan, and bound 
him a thouſand yecrs, 

3 And caſt him into the bottomleſſe pit, and 
fhat bim up, and ſer a ſeal upon him, that he ſhoul4 
deceive the nations no more, rill the thouſand 
yeers ſhould be fulfilled : and after that he muit 
be looſed a little ſeaſon, 

.4 AndIrſaw thrones, and they Cate npon them, 
and judgement was given unto them:and I ſaw the 
ſouls of them that were bcheaded for the witneſſe of 
Jeſus, and for the word of God, and which had nor 
worſhipped the beaft , neither his _ z neither 
had received his mark upon their forehcads, or in 
their kands;and they lived and reigned with Chriit 
a thouſand yeers, 

5 Bur the reſt of che dead livgd not again un. 
till the thouſind yeers were finithed, This is the 
firſt reſCurre&ion, 

6 Bleſſed and holy is he that hath part in the frſt 
reſurreftion : on ſuch the ſecond death hath no 
power , but they ſhall be pricfts of God, and of 
Chrift,and ſhall reign with flim a thouſand yeers, 

7 And when the thonſand yecrs are expired, 
$atan ſhall be looſod out of his priſon, 

8 And ſhall go out to deccive the nations which 
are in the four quarters of the carth, Gog and 


Mogog, to gather them together to battcll ; rhe 
number of whom is as'the ſand of the ſea, 

s And they went up on the breadth of tha 
earth, and compaſſed the camp of the faints abour, 
aud the beloved city : and fire came down trom 
God out of hcaven,ang devourcd them, 
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20 And the devill thar deceived them, was cult 
into the lake of fire and brimftone, where rhe beaſt 
and the falſe prophct are, and ſhall be tormented 
day and nigbtfor ever and cver. 

1: And i ſaw a great white throne,and him that 
Cat on it, {rom whoſe face the earth and the heaven 
fled away,and there was found no place for them, 

12 And Iſaw thedcad, ſmall and great , Rand 
before God : and the books were opencd : and auo- 
ther book was opencd , which is the book of life * 
and the dead were judged out of thoſe things 
which were written in the books , according to 
thutr works. 

13 And the ſea gave up the dead which were in 
it : and death and het! delivercd up the dead 
which were in them : and there were judged every 
man according to their works, 

14 And dcath and hell were caſt into the lake 
of fire : this is the ſecond death. 

15 And whoſoevcr was not found written in tbc 
book of life, was caft into the lake of fire, 

CHAP. XXI., 
x A new heaven and a new earth. 10 The hte» 
wvenly Fernſalem 2.23 She needeth no ſun. 
Nd I ſaw a new hcaven, and a new earth : for 
the firft heaven , and the firſ} earth were paſſud 
away, and there was more ſca, 

2 And I John ſaw the holy city , new Jeruſalem 
coming down from God out of heaven , prepared 
us a bride adorncd for her husband, 

2 AndIhcard a great voice out of heaven, ſaying, 
Behold , the tabernacle of God # with men and he 
will dwell with them, and they ſhall be his pcople, 
and God himſelf ſhalbe with them,a»d be theirGod, 

4 And God ſhall wipc away all cears from 
their cyes : and thereſhall be no more death , net- 
ther ſorrow, nor crying, neither ſhall therc be any 
more pain : for the former things are paſſed away. 

5 And he that fateupon the throne, ſaid, Behold, 
T make all things new. And he ſaid unto me, 
Write : for theſe words are true and faithfull. 

6 And he ſaid unto me, It is done : I am Alpha 
and Omega, the beginning axd the end, I will give 
unto him that is athirſt , of the fountain of the 
water of life, freely, 

7 He tbat overcometh ſhall inherit all things, 
aud I will he his God, and he ſhall be my — 
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$ Rat the fearſull, and anbclecving , and the 
gbominable, and mardercrs , and whoremongers, 
«nd ſorcetrers, and idolatcrs, and all liars jhall 
have their part jn the like which burneth wick 
fire and brimſtone : which is the ſecond death, 

os And there came unto me one of the ſeven 
_ , Which had the ſeven vials full of the ſeveri 
Iaſt plagacs , and talked with me, ſaying, Come 
Kither, I w:ll ſhew thee the bride, the Lainbs wife, 

19 And he carricd me away in the ſpirit to a 
great and high mountain , and ſhewed me that 

reat city, the holy Jeruſalem , deſcending out of 

caven from God, 

1 Having the gloty of God : and her light w«s 
Iike nato a ſtone moſt precious, even like a Jaſper 
ſtone, clear as cryRall : 

iz And had a wall great and high , and had 
twelve gatcs, and at the gates twelve angels, and 
names written thercon which are #e names of the 
twelve tribes of the children of Ifracl. 

x3 On the caſt three gates, on the north three 
Lares , on the ſouth three gates, and on the welt 
three gates. 

14 And the wall of the city had twelve founda., 
tions; and in them the names of the twelve apofiles 
of the Lamb. 

i5 And be that talked with me, had a golden 
reed ro mcaſare the city, and the gatcs reel, 
and the wall thercot. 

16 And the city lieth four-ſquare,and the lengrk 
is as large as the breadth: and he meaſured the cit 
with the reed,twelve thouſand furlongs; the jengeli 
and the breadth, and the height of it are equall, 

17 And he meaſured the wall thereof, an hund- 
red aud fourty and four cubits , according to the 
meaſare of a man, that is, of the angel, 

t8Aund the building of thewall of it was of jaſper, 
and the city was pure gold, like unto clear glaſſe, 

19 And the foundations of the wall of the city 
twere garniſhed with all manncr of precious Rtoncs, 
The firſt foundation was jaſper, the ſecond Caphir, 
the third a chalcedonie, the fourth an emerald, 

20 The fifth (ardouix , the ſixth ſardius , the 
ſeveuth cryſolite, the eight berill , the ninth a 
topas , the tenth a chryſopraſus , the eleycnth a 
hacin&, tbe twelfth an amethyſt, 

, 34 Anl the tyelve gates were twelve pearls; 
Every,

every ſeverall gate was of one pearl, and the firect 

of the city was of pure gold, as it were tranſparent 
laile, 

os And 1 Cary no temple therein, for the Lord 

Cod Almighty,and the Lamb,are the temple of ir, 

23 And the cixy had no need of the ſun, neither 
of the moon to thine in it : for the glory of God 
did lighrcn it,and the Lamb is the light thereof, 

24 And the nations of them which are ſaved, 
ſhall walk in the light of ir : and the kings of rhe 
earth do bring their glory and honour into it, 

25 And the gares of it ſhall not be ſhut at all by 
day : for there thall be no night there, 

26 And they ſhall bring the glory and honour of 
the nations into it, 

27 And there ſhall in no wiſe enter into it any 
thing chat dchleth , neither whatſoever workethi 
abomination, or maketh a lic : but they which arc 
written in the Lambs book of life, 


CHAP. XXIT. 
x The river of the watey of life, 5 The light of tht 
city of God # hiiaſelf, 
Nd he ſhewed me a pure river of watcr of life, 
cicar as cryſtall, proceeding out of the throne

you theſe things in the churches, I am the root,and 
'-s off.ſpring of David, and the bright and morn-

: And the Spirit and the Bride ſ.y,Come, And 

fer him that hearerh, ſay, Come. And let him that 
is.athirft, come. And whoſoever will, let him cake 
the water of litc freely, 
* a8 'For* I tif unto cvery man that hearcth the
